immediately.

A truce in Korea will speed 
ut deliveries for Europe. All 
these new readjustmenty not 
only indicate the recognition of 
the need for more selective 
criteria by all concerned, but 
ulso a more realistic approach 
by the military towards their 
own requirements. 


Just as Gen. Etsenhower has 
cume to understand the limita- 
tions of Europe's economic 
capacities in rehation to rearm- 
ament, so has Mr _ Lovett, 
the US Secretary for De- 
fence, come to realise that his 
military budget must not strain 
the US economy to a_ point 
where inflation becomes  un- 
controllable . 


As was indicated in a recent 
speech by General Bradley, the 
Pentagon has decided to cut 
heavily on conventional ams 
in the next year, and will con- 
centrate on investing the bulk 
of its funds into aircraft and 
atomic weapon development. 

This gigantic process of read- 
justment is healthy and not dis- 
couraging, for only experience 
could have taught our planners 
these lessons. It also proves 
that rearmament can be con- 
troited.

CRUCIAL QUESTION 
In the absence of a complete 


talks, the real issue before Mr 
Churchill and President Truman 
in Washington is expected here 
lo be the question of how to 
prevent any fresh outbreak of 
fighting should an armistice be 
secured 
Here the two statesmen are 
back ata basic assessment of 
Chinese intentions. In facing 
question of whether an armis- 


lice, if this can be negotiated, 
will endure, the Western states- 
men also face the question of 
why the fighting in Korea ever 
broke out. 

They also have to face the 
question whether, if fighting 
broke cut again, issues could be 
settled in Korea short of a far 
more unrestrained war than the 
United Nations troops have yet 
conducted. 

Since General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s all-out offensive Jast 
autumn north of the 38th 
parallel, the United Nations 
have in fact been fighting a 
strictly limited liability war. 

Even during General Mac- 
Arthur’s last campaign when 
United Nations troops were 
carrying their offensive up to 
the Manchurian frontier, the 
United Nations Command, under 
a strong, agreed political direc- 
tive, refrained from the two 
courses of action most likely to 
force a decision, 

These, which were freely dis- 


governments prosecuting the 
war, were the bombing of tar- 
gets inside the frontiers of 
China to challenge 
“privileged sanctuary” of Man- 
churia, and an all-out blockade 
of the China coast. 

These extreme courses Of 
action were rejected by the 
United Natlons Command in the 
belief that the Korean war 
could, and must, be localised. 
The view that the war could be 
localised was based in its turn 
on the belief that China had 
entered the fighting unadvisedly 
for a variety of motives but did 
not want a general conflict 
with the West, 

This, the more optimistic .of 
the two possible interpretations 
of Chinese intentions, has 
parently been borne out 
Chinese interest in the truce 


DISQUIETING 

But there has been at the 
same time disquieting evidence, 
seen from the Western stanc- 
point, that the Communist 
forces In Korea are being 
steadity built up and equipped 
with improved armaments. 

If the conclusion of an drmis- 
tice shou'd be followed by a 
fresh outbreak of fighting, there 
ean be no doubt that the 
optimistic interpretation of 
Communist intentions wourt 
suffer a severe blow and that 
pressure for a more drastic con- 
duct of the wir by the United 
Nations would be increased. 

It is this medium term aspect 
of the Korean situation, together 
with the ultimate question of 
how a political settlement can be 
reached tf an armistice is con- 
cluded, which will have to be 
tackled in Washington’ next 
month.
